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MANIFEST

DESTINY 


“Every place that the sole of your foot shall tread upon, that have I given unto you” (Joshua 1:3). 


HE TERM “manifest desti- 
} ny” is familiar to those who 
have studied history in high 
school and college. It is a term 
that is used quite often in the early 
history of the United States of 
America, and it is in keeping with 
the idea as set forth in the Sunday 
School theme for Branch Sunday 
School Month, “Invade the Sun- 
day School Frontier.” 

The possible philosophy behind 
the idea of “manifest destiny” was 
that the limits of the United States 
and its influence should be felt 
from coast to coast, that its in- 
fluence and good should not be con- 
fined simply to one section of the 
country but should permeate the 
whole of this area, and that its 
clearly revealed destiny was that 
her flag should wave from sea to 
sea. If the government and the in- 
fluence of the United States and 
its settlers was good for the eastern 
part of the United States, then that 
government and influence and its 
resultant good must extend, it was 
thought, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. 

Such philosophy is behind the 
idea of Branch Sunday School 
Month and the extending of the 
influence of the Sunday School. I 
believe that the clearly revealed 
destiny of the Church is to plant 


oe" of God Sunday Schools 


from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
from the Gulf to the Great Lakes. 
If Church of God Sunday Schools 
are good for some sections of the 
United States, then they are good 
for every village, hamlet, town, and 
city in the United States. They are 
good for the rural area and for 
the urban area. For that reason 
we are proposing that we invade 
the frontiers by establishing Sun- 
day Schools so that others may re- 
joice in this wonderful blessing 
that we are enjoying. If the clearly 
revealed purpose of the Church of 
God is to plant Sunday Schools in 
every area possible, then this text 
which I have chosen is certainly 
ours to realize that every place 
where we enter God will give us the 
land with the victory. With such a 
promise as ours, March should be 
a glorious month for Church of 
God Sunday Schools throughout 
all the nation. 


Before this ideal of the “manifest 
destiny” of the United States could 
have become a reality, there had 
to be some ground work. There had 
to be a survey of all the desirable 
territory to find out its resources, 
its value, its geographical structure, 
and all pertinent information. For 
that reason the President sent out 
an expeditionary group, the Lewis- 
Clark Expedition. They were to go 
to the Pacific, exploring the re- 


sources of the land and finding 
out what might be expected in that 
territory. A plan had to be adopted 
to acquire these valuable territories 
for the United States in order that 
she may shed her. influence for 
good over these areas. Many sac- 
rifices were involved before the 
United States realized the ideal of 
a “manifest destiny.” Taxes had to 
be raised to finance these ventures. 
Some, who may have never seen 
the land, gave by way of taxation 
that this end may be accomplished. 
It was necessary to fight wars with 
unfriendly inhabitants and with 
the wilds and with nature. The 
land had to be invaded. The peo- 
ples at home had to produce goods 
to support expeditionary forces, 
armies, bandages, bullets, guns, and 
all of these other necessary things 
in order for the land to realize its 
destiny. 


SUCH PLANS are clearly 
set forth in the invading of the 
Sunday School frontier. This desir- 
able territory to open Sunday 
Schools must be surveyed, plans 
must be formulated to enter such 
territories, and sacrifices will be 
involved if Church of God Sunday 
Schools are to be established. It 
may be that some of us will never 
see some of these new Sunday 
Schools, but we will make sacrifices

PLAN OF ACTION 
FOR 
“Invading the SUNDAY SCHOOL FRONTIER” 
Background 


THE TERM “frontier” has been defined in various 
ways. The definitions that best fit the purpose of this 
promotion are: “the edge of the unused,” “the border 
territory” and the “outlying area not significantly in- 
fluenced by” the parent group. These should be 
adapted to the promotion. 

When the colonist took the first step in the con- 
quest of the early frontier, they became real Ameri- 
cans. The frontier created problems that individuals 
could not solve. Group action was required to carry 
forth the necessary projects and open the way for 
permanent settlement of the new territory. 

The frontiersmen invaded the western frontier un- 
til they changed the wilderness into a vital part of 
our great nation. The true “American Spirit” was to 
leave the old and established centers and start fresh 
on the frontier. This vast unclaimed area offered the 
brave and the enterprising an open door to unused 
territory where place and fortune could be won. 

Advancement in the conquest of the early frontier 
came in three distinct waves. The first-wave was the 
“scouts.” They discovered the routes, surveyed the 
terrain and obtained the facts that were to guide 
those who followed. The second-wave was the “pio- 
neers.” They cleared a patch of ground, built a crude 
cabin and moved on when others came. They re- 
moved many obstacles and prepared the way for the 
permanent settlers. The final-wave was composed of 
the “settlers.” They built a permanent community by 
establishing and developing the area. Gradually these 
“permanent settlements” were brought to maturity 
and made their influence felt in the affairs of men. 


A New Kind of Frontier 


The church faces a new kind of frontier—the Sun- 
day School frontier! Individuals can not solve the 
problems faced by this area of our expansion. There 
must be organized group action to carry forth the 
programs and open the door to the unreached areas. 
Christians demonstrate the real spirit of Christ by 
opening a branch work for the parent church in a 
new field. A united effort is necessary in the con- 
quest of this new frontier. 


The Theme 
“Invade the Sunday School Frontier” is the selected 
theme for Branch Sunday School promotion. It im- 
plies an organized, aggressive action to overcome ob- 
stacles and establish new Sunday Schools in all

The Plan of Action 


The state offices are to define the area of opera- 
tions. Specific areas should be declared “open terri- 
tory.” The objective of the invasion is to establish a 
Branch Sunday School and eventually a Church of 
God in all border communities. The problem is to be 
attacked with three main waves of workers. 


FIRST-WAVE is to be the SCOUTS. The local church 
is to send out “scouting parties” of young people and 
adults to seek for possible locations, etc., for branch 
schools. The facts are to be presented to the church 
and a “wagon train’ of workers selected to initiate a 
“pioneer settlement” on the new location. A religious 
census should be taken and the number of prospects 
determined. Free literature should be ordered from the 
publishing house and the “opening date’ announced. 
(This first-wave should make its attack during the 
month of February.) 


SECOND-WAVE to invade the Sunday School Fron- 
tier is to be the PIONEERS. The “wagon train” of 
workers should arrange to arrive at the location in 
force on the first Sunday of March. The “wagon 
master” should serve as the superintendent of the 
branch school and the other pioneers should be given 
the remaining positions. A concentrated effort is to 
be made during this one month period. The pioneers 
must break up the ground, plant the gospel seed and 
arrange a temporary shelter for the people during this 
period. The work should be completed by the last 
Sunday of March and the branch school officially 
organized. A report of the “successful invasion” should 
be made to the state office immediately, and the 
state director will notify the National Director of 
the total results in his state by telegram or night 
letter on March 31, 1959. 


FINAL-WAVE is the SETTLERS. (April follow-up.) 
After the pioneers have prepared the way for a “per- 
manent settlement,” the settlers should move in te 
occupy the territory. All necessary steps to insure an 
organized church must be taken immediately. A re- 
vival is a good start! These definite steps to make 
the branch school an organized church should be 
taken in April. In some areas the local church may 
maintain the branch school as an “outpost,” but in 
most cases a church can be organized. When sufficient 
settlers are secured either from the parent church by 
transfer or as a result of the work of the pioneers 
in March, a church should be organized. 


The Challenge 
Could we not display some of the courage and enter- 
prise of our forefathers? We should MARCH Like a 
Mighty Army into the Sunday School Frontier!

SCHOOL 
FRONTIERS

The National Evangelism Com- 
mittee, in conjunction with the 
National Sunday School and Youth 
Board, is launching a special drive 
for Branch Sunday Schools during 
March, ’59, with the theme “In- 
vading the Sunday School Fron- 
tier.” 


Geographically the frontier, or 
the not-fully-explored regions of 
our country, is a thing of the past. 
While those colorful pioneer days 
have faded into the past, it is yet 
apparent that, religiously speaking, 
the frontier is still here. There is a 
definite need for pioneering un- 
churched areas. Reaching beyond 
the settled and established church 
is the life of Christianity. Although 
it seems that many beautiful 
churches are being erected, statis- 
tics reveal that church expansion 
is not keeping pace with population 
growth. Because of the rapid 
growth of new developments, more 
than ever before, Americans are 
living in communities that have no 
church. 

The established church is re- 
sponsible for reaching these com- 
munities, for only the established 
church has the equipment and per- 
sonnel to do the job. The church 
should not stand as a monument 
or a silent witness on a busy street 
corner, but should go forth in a 
militant spirit on its deathless mis- 
sion, discovering multitudes of lost 
souls. Multitudes will never discover 
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the church until the church dis- 
covers them. The attitude to hold 
your own is the death struggle of 
the church. To hold your own is to 
die eventually. 


The Branch Sunday Schoo! Plan, 
or mother church plan as some 
term it, is one of the most profit- 
able and inexpensive methods to 
reach these spiritual frontiers. 
There is a mistaken idea that only 
large congregations can establish 
branch stations. Any congregation 
needs only three things to begin 
this ministry—a superintendent, a 
place and literature. Most every 
church has a person who is quali- 
fied and who can be appointed for 
this task. Secondly, the front room 
of a member’s home will be suf- 
ficient as a starting place. If this 
is not available, a store front, com- 
munity building, court house, ga- 
rage, hall, etc., can be secured for 
nominal fees. Thirdly, free litera- 
ture will be supplied by your pub- 
lishing house for the first three 
months. Thou art inexcusable, O 
church! 

Small beginnings can develop to 
tremendous proportions. Many of 
the largest churches of our day 
were started in homes. This was 
also true in Bible times. Read Acts 
18:7, Romans 16:5, Philemon 2. 

Some larger churches can main- 
tain more than one branch sta- 
tion simultaneously. This will help 
to employ the membership after a 
New Testament fashion. Pastors can 


multiply themselves and increase 
their evangelistic outreach through 
these branch works. 

There are three frontiers that 
should challenge every Christian; 
namely, suburban areas, established 
communities and rural sections. 


Suburban Frontiers 


Take a look at these suburban 
areas on Sunday mornings. There 
seems to be almost a total disre- 
gard for the Lord’s Day. People 
are mowing their lawns, working 
in their flower gardens, redecora- 
ting their homes, etc., while their 
children play in the streets. This is 
breeding a condition of godlessness 
in our fair land that will rise up to 
curse us in the next generation 
and mock the religious principles 
upon which our government was 
founded. 

A survey will reveal that a few 
of the residents in these develop- 
ments are still connected with a 
city church but are irregular in 
attendance because of distance. For 
the most part, they are composed 
of detached church members and 
sinners who are newcomers. 

Wide-awake businessmen and 
firms have kept pace with these 
changing times and have moved 
with the people. Shopping centers, 
branch post offices, branch banks, 
etc., have been erected—beautiful 
buildings with modern lines, 
stocked with merchandise to meet 


every physical demand. Many of es 
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these developments are complete, 
but for one thing—no Church of 
God. 

When a new housing project be- 
gins is the time to begin a branch 
work and purchase land. After the 
community is established, it is dif- 
ficult to secure land or find a 
proper place for a church. 

In order to hold the members of 
our city churches who are moving 
to suburban areas, branches must 
be started. If they are not provided 
for, they will become detached. 
Some of them cannot battle the 
traffic to get to church; others will 
not. Some families in large cities 
are spending as much time in trav- 
el to and from church as they 
spend in service at church. We are 
obligated both to provide a place 
of worship for them and to use 
them as a nucleus to start a new 
work. 

Pastors, district pastors, overseers 
and church members should be 
searching continually for new op- 
portunities. An unselfish attitude 
in outreach will reap amazing re- 
sults now and a rich reward at 
judgment. 

One church cannot adequately 
take care of a large city or area. 
In the United States the trend is 
toward community life. Almost 
every phase of life has a commun- 
ity setting; and if the church is to 
reach them, it must conform. The 
people “on the other side of the 
tracks” and “across the river” can- 
not be reached and held by the up- 
town church. (A bus route will hold 
a few.) 


Frontiers of Established 
Communities 


Some established communities 
have been neglected because min- 
isters and members take for grant- 
ed they are churched; therefore, 
community after community lies 
waste when it could be an oasis 
for the church. In most cities peo- 
ple are divided into communities 
according to their social standing 
and economic status. People best 
attend church with people who 
think as they do and on their level. 
The people cannot be reached un- 
less we go to them. 

The trend toward suburban life 


@”™ also caused some churches to 


move out of the city leaving a 
group of unchurched people who 
must be shepherded. Here is an- 
other opportunity. 

Thousands are moving into these 
crowded areas unnoticed by any 
church. A section that you presume 
is reached by old, established 
churches might be a fertile field, 
because many of these churches 
are not serving the people with a 
well-rounded program. 

Most every city has government 
housing projects that provide low- 
rent apartments. In these quarters 
thousands of people provide one of 
the ripest evangelistic harvests of 
our modern day. 


Frontier Rural Sections 

With the nation’s population 
shifting toward the cities and su- 
burban areas, rural sections have 
been neglected. That man “up the 
hollow” or “on top the mountain” 
needs Christ as much as the ur- 
banite. 

Some rural communities are still 
a real potential for the church. Let 
us go forth reaching every area 
everywhere.

Clergyman Says Religion Gaining in Soviet 


NEW YORK CITY—Christianity is more deeply en- 
tranced in Russian life than it was 25 years ago, re- 
ported Rev. John Sutherland Bonnell after a recent 
six-week tour behind the iron curtain. 

Bonnell, pastor of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church here, made the visit with four other American 
clergymen under the sponsorship of the Commission 
on Religious Organizations of the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews. 

“Twenty-five years ago,” the pastor told his parish- 
ioners, “every conceivable impediment was employed 
by the Russian government to undermine the church 
and religion. A half-dozen churches were transformed 
into anti-religious museums where the Christian faith 
was caricatured and the Bible was ridiculed as a 
barrier to science.” 

Dr. Bonnell said that in 1932 “militant atheistic 
leaders” declared that within five years they would 
wipe out “every vestige of religion in Russia” and 
accomplish “the liquidation of God.” 

“But,” he noted, “1937 came and went, and God was 
not liquidated. Today anti-religious museums are prac- 
tically non-existent, and even Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev himself reprimands those who use the 
weapons of scorn and ridicule against religion.” 

Although Russian churches attract record crowds, 
atheism is still practiced. He said the Russian govern- 
ment still “promotes atheism in the kindergarten, the 
schools, and universities, and forbids the teaching of 
religion to young people under 18.” 

The clergyman believes that the Soviet policy of 
atheism is doomed to failure because it ignores the 
moral and spiritual endowments of man and de- 
prives him of values he needs in a threatening world, 
because education will help to defeat the policy, and 
because Christianity alone “provides adequate motiva- 
tion for labor and sacrifice on behalf of our fellow 
man.” 


One and One-Quarter Million 
Dollars Saved 


$1,250,000 was saved by evangelical missionaries, 
ministers, and full-time Christian workers who pur- 
chased equipment and furnishings during the last 
ten years through the New York purchasing office of 
the Evangelical Foreign Missions Association. The 
EFMA is the foreign missions arm of the National 
Association of Evangelicals.

The pastor wants a new car! He should contact the 
EFMA purchasing office and get its price. He will dis- 
pose of his own car and buy direct through them. 
They can arrange local delivery or delivery at the 
factory for almost any car of his choice. - 

The church or an evangelistic team needs musical 
instruments, an accordion or a trumpet for its 
orchestra, or perhaps some dictating equipment, a 
projector and screen, or a duplicating machine. Per- 
haps they are planning to send their missionary an 
electric generator or their missionary needs a 
folding organ. Maybe the church needs an elec- 
tric organ. Perhaps their missionary needs a tape 
recorder or a typewriter. Any of these may be pur- 
chased from EFMA. The office buys everything from 
refrigerators and other electrical appliances to watch- 
es, cameras, or a thousand tons of steel for a mission 
school. The location of the purchasing office is not 
an inconvenience, because in almost every case the 
item is shipped directly from the factory to the pur- 
chaser, thus saving distribution and freight costs. 

The EFMA purchasing office in New York has is- 
sued a catalogue of items which may be had upon 
request from the address below. The catalogue lists a 
few hundred of the thousands of items the office 
buys for missionaries and Christian workers, in some 
cases saving them over 50 per cent of the retail price. 
Since these prices are subsidized, pastors, full-time 
Christian workers, and missionaries are free to take 
every advantage of the service which is operated by 
the mission boards for the general benefit of evan- 
gelicals. The catalogue lists prices both for foreign 
and domestic use.
